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DepicaTury.—From brother Francis McDonald we have the particulars of 


the dedication services of the Big Cottonweod Ward New School house. The 
assemblage on the occasion was a large one. It was called to order by Elder 


Wm. H. Walker. The dedicatory prayer was offered by Elder Taylor. Brief 
and spirited addresses were delivered * David Brinton, Hosea Stout, 
Bishop Brinton, Wm. H. Walker, W. Taylor and others. The speakers 
alluded in commendable terms to the trustees and all others who had aided in 
erecting so excellent a structure in so brief a time. The building of the school 
house, from the time ground was broken till its completion, only oecupied 
about nine months. A social party was afterwards held in the school house, 
and all enjoyed a social time. The winter term of the school of that district 
is now opened, with brother Samuel Brinton as teacher, and an enrolment of 
forty-six pupils. 


CrosED.—The masons who have been at werk on the New Tabernacle have 


closed operations for the season. The walls have been leveled up at a height 


of eighteen feet above the ground, ready to receive the sills of the upper tier 
of windows, and have been covered in for the winter. The timbers for the 
extensive gallery are in, and the work left in excellent shape for a good, square 
start at the opening of next season. Those who have been engaged in the 
work have done well. There are still a few stone-cutters employed preparihg 
rock for the building. We have seen a draft of the elevation of the building, 
prepared by the architect, Mr. Obed Taylor. It gives an excellent idea of 
what the bnilding will be like when finished, and, if the design be faithfully 
adhered to, and we understand such is the intention, it will be a noble struc- 
ture. The top of the tower, which will rise from near the middle of the roof, 
will be 120 feet above the ground level. 


Woman Surrracze.—We notice that the women of Utah are inaugurating 
measures to sustain woman aufirage, a privilege they have enjoyed for the last 
eight years or thereabont. We have great faith in the ladies, in their judg- 
‘ment and tact, and in their ability to defend their rights from the encroach- 
ments of those who are mendaciously seeking te deprive them of their. exer- 
cise. The present movement among the ladies of Utah is most opportune, in 
view of the restrictive and proscriptive bills recently introduced before Con- 
gress, intended to reduce the great majority of the people of this Territory to 
political serfdom, because of their religion. One of the obnoxious features 
of the bills is a clause to disfranchise the women of Utah. We do not suppose 
that Congress has so far lost its senses as a legislative body as to enact.a mea- 
sure of such an anti-constitutional character, yet we are pleased to see the 
ladies alive te the protection of their right ef suffrage. 


Meetrng.—A woman suffrage meeting was held at the office of the Woman’s 
Exponent, the ladies of Utah having been solicited by the National Suffrage 
Association at Washington, to take measures to obtain signatures to the 


Sixteenth Amendment and the Constitution of the United States. Some of 


the most prominent ladies of the city were present. Emmeline B. Wells was 
elected Chairman, and Elizabeth Howard, Secretary. Mrs. M. I. Horne 
opened the meeting with prayer. Arrangements were there and then made to 


canvass the city upon the subject and a meeting was appointed for Salt Lake 


County, when further measures will be taken to canvass the entire Territory. 
After the transaction of immediate business in this interest, the meeting 
adjourned. Dismissed with prayer by Mrs. Zina D. Young.

3,000 volumes are compactly shelved,. 
which are used by the students. chiefly 
for reference. During the last ten 
weeks upwards of 1,000 volumes have 
been taken out for this purpose alone. . 
Two globes, 2 ft. 6 in. in diameter, a 
terrestrial and a celestial one, form: 
part of the furniture of this studying 
place. 

On the opposite side of the hallway 


is Professor Toronto’s class room, in 


which hangs a large Centennial map, 
9 ft. by 12 ft. in size, the names on 
which can be easily read without the 
aid of spectacles. This apartment, as, 
indeed, is the university throughout, 
is well supplied with maps and charts. 
of every description, and the arrange- 
ments are perfect for explaining sub- 
jects, no matter what, even to typo- 
graphy. 

In the rear of this is an assaying 
department, in which are a furnace, 
tools, chemicals, and the necessary 
apparatus for making analyses of 
everything, qualitive and quantitative, 
from earth, air and water. A small 
closet close by contains a battery for 
telegraphy, which has been used, more 
or less since the organization of the 
school. | | 

Professor Park is justly proud of his- 
charge.. In the cause of education in 
this city and other parts of the Territory 
he has labored faithfally, energetically 
and successfully. The university, 
under his supervision, will prove a 
source of learning to those who attend 
it that in after years can not be barter- 
ed formoney. The successful students 
will make their mark in the world and 
at some future day will reflect with 
pleasure on their studies at the Uni- 
versity of Deseret.— S. L. Herald.

They might be made to 
forget these things, but, then, they were eating the very life of society, emasculating 
its virtue, and turning its honor into a ghastly mockery. For his own part, he had no 
doubt that England was in a worse condition morally to-day than at any previousl

elicate in our iniquity, more courteous in our blasphemy. But the whole head was 
sick, and the whole heart faint, and the Savior, whose birthday we kept, was stil 
weeping over this fair land (?) He would say nothlng about those outside the Church, 
but would look within. Let them look at its anonymous journalism, its malice, its 
sneering, its uncharitableness, its over contending sects. He might be told that we had 
more churches, schools, hospitals, and asylums than ever before. That was true; but 
even a church was not a paradise.

FaMINE IN Rossra.—Russia is again down in her luck, to crown her calamity, comes 
the account of a fullblown famine in Viatka and Kazan. These two provinces, which 
have an aggregate ef some 70,000 square miles, are officially reported to be famine- 
stricken, and the calamity is all the more enhanced by the fact that the northern 
Governments depend on Viatka for their winter supplies of corn. The streets of 


_ Pravda, an ancient Tartar city, are crowded with peasantry clamoring for bread. They 


1 their services gratis to anybody who will keep them from starvation 
during the winter, and by their ceaseless importunity. Kazan resembles a metropolis of 
medicants, In the rural districts the people are living on acorns, sorrel, and the 
innumerable berries of which northern forests are so prolific. The sourness of this diet, 
has led to an outbreak of cholera and other epidemic diseases. In Viatka * are 
worse. Every district in the government, which is as large as England, is suffering 
from scarcity. In all the harvest this year has been a failure; in the majority the 
peasants barely reaped the seed they sowed. The hay crop has likewise failed the peo- 
ple, and thus they have neither the means of feeding themselves or their cattle. An 

iny depreciation has consequently taken place in the price of the latter. In 
Viatka an ox can be had for half a sovereign, five shillings, and even half a Crean tee 
the value of their skins! In the outlying districts cattle are a greater drug still. e 
peasants of Urjumsky are selling cattle for six-pence apiece. One famished man eager- 
ly acce two-pence, ready money, for a cow, and another was delighted with a glass 
of gin for a calf. A famine fever has commenced its destructive course in the Govern- 
ment, and the cattle diseases has broken out with greater fury than has marked it 
elsewhere during the summer. Five years ago thé harvest at Saratoff was amazingly 


- abundant ; in the contiguous government of Samaria it failed altogether, aad nobody 


knows how many peasants died from starvation. Official reports placed the number at 
30,000; but current rumours gave a far higher estimate than this, amd charged the 
Commission e for the relief of the peasantry with wholesale malversation of 
public money. The great famine in Samaria, did not create a whisper in England at the 
time and I have no doubt but thousands will die in Kazan and Viatka without. anybody 


abroad being any the wiser.—‘' Correspondent of English paper.“

THE WM. BINNS. IN a ‘Foe. 


—0— 


THE accidents, Providences, and events of the past year, have oe elaborated 
by all the secular and religious Press. The pulpit, through its! leading repre- 
sentatives, has done the same. All the notables who in the year of grace 
„% seventy-seven” passed from human scenesfand action, came in for their share 
of comment, laudation, and criticism. Simple justice could not expunge from 
the names of the mighty dead, so universally known a name as that of Brigham 
Young ; yet in every instance coming under our rather extended observation, 
there has been a general misappreciation and ‘misunderstanding of the man, 
linked in many cases with an acerbity of feeling as uncalled-for as ungenerous. 

The Rev. W. Binns, ‘‘on the death roll of 1877,” belongs to a profession 
from whom such a man as President Youngjwould fail to receive justice, no 
matter how much it might be.expected. In a few brief words upon his topic 
and intimately blended subject of ‘‘ Mormonism,” may be found errors of 
history, of criticism, and of fact, which at least were a libel upon the intelli- 
gence of his congregation. While admitting Brigham Young, the Mormon 
leader, to be too significant a man to leave unnoticed,”jhe characterises him as 
one “cruel in manhood, genial in old age, yet an anomaly and a misfortune 
always, and declared his people (che Mormons”) ‘to be “ blind to the higher 
spirit of the Bible, and that their development has wandered wofully in a 
wtong direction ; yet he admits the system of J osephiSmith, «whether a self. 
conscious imposter, or self-deluded, I need not inquire,” and the system of 
Brigham Young, as meeting a certain want, as coming home to certain forms 
of human nature, ard to certain theological: ‘types of mind, and gives that as 
the secret of its success and its still growing power.“ 

This is not the first or second Daniel {who has come “to 8 and 
revoked one half of an opinion by the delivery of the other, or neutralizing 
both by admission fatal to his cause. Our Rev. friend says, the ignorant 
and half. starved masses craved for a material paradise, and Mormonism” 
gave it to them.” Setting aside the admission that in England there are 
masses in this position, (which is an everlasting discredit to his cloth,) what a 
grand idea (in this age) that the Mormon” Elders have given their followers 
the truth, that confidence in them has not been betrayed ; ; when ‘‘ bread has 
been asked they have not given a stone, when a fish was wanted they did not 
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sive a serpent.” These converts ‘craved a paradise, ” and Mor- 
monism” gave it to them. These well- “paid clergy of denominational celebrity 
and otherwise, were too intent upon saving the souls of their followers, to pay 
any attention to the cries for a material paradise,” from the ignorant and . 


half-starved masses of their native land. 
Again, these converts ‘‘ were Bibliolaters, and wanted a constant succession 


of miracles, and Mormonism provided it.” True again, more true than our 
friend concluded. Miracle first, the Elders preached and made manifest 
ee temporal salvation,” by ministering to the nataral spirit of. independence 
inherent in every honest man ; miracle second, they ‘‘ provided” miracles for 
the ‘special delectation of theese converts, and this was really the coming 
home” of that system which Joseph Smith and Brigham Young introduced ; 
miracle third, that these men should be able to accomplish this, and so create 
results which are thus expressed, that they should have been able to flourish 
at all is a standing rebuke to us,” that is to the clergy and the Reverends and 
Right Reverends of this wonderfully enlightened and religious part of Christ- 
endom ! 

‘Still further our friend says, ‘‘ They looked at the Bible for a literal law of
